E WENT “out on a limb”—our way of saying he 
S: went against popular opinion; he crossed estab- 

lished theory to try to prove his point. Most peo- 
ple are very careful to keep in tune with the desire of the 
masses. Very few people desire the position of being “out 
on a limb.” There you become a special target, easily 
seen and many times easily hit. 

Many people have “gone out on a limb” through ignor- 
ance, and some through selfishness, and rightly deserve 
the thrusts made at them. However, occasionally a real 
giant of courage arises on the horizon of time and goes 
“out on a limb” to promote a good but heretofore un- 
known and therefore unaccepted cause. 

History will never forget how the Wright brothers went 
“out on a limb” to prove the feasibility of flying, or how 
Edison went “out on a limb” to produce the miracles of 
electricity. Such men, branded at first as deranged fa- 
natics, were later honored as geniuses in their particular 
field of labor. 

The man around whom our text centers is a man that 
actually went out on a limb both naturally and bodily, 
but to me the fact that he went “out on a limb” in other 
ways is of greater significance. He was small of stature 
physically, but even more so morally and spiritually, as 
you find when you examine his former life. Zacchaeus, 
the hated publican, rich but friendless, heard of the 
great Teacher who had created more excitement around 
Jerusalem in a few short months than the scribes and 
priests had in all the centuries past. He must see Jesus! 
Nothing would deter him. 

As the Master approaches Jericho with a tremendous 
throng surrounding Him, the publican seeks for a much 
longed-for look, but finds it impossible because of his 
shortness of stature and the enormous crowd. Sincere 
desire to see Christ acknowledges no barrier. If there is 
not a way, it will make one. 

Quickly he spies a sycamore tree, and up its trunk 
and unto its branches he scampers. He was both literally 
and physically “out on a limb.” 

Here I wish to draw a few spiritual lessons. Zacchaeus 
went out on a limb positionally to meet Jesus. He went 
out on a limb socially to meet Jesus. He went out on a 
limb materially and financially to meet Jesus.

tyrannical Roman Government, he had sacrificed his 
chances of ever gaining a position of prominence among 
his own people. Now he must risk the chance of changing 
or giving up his present position, thus throwing him back 
on the mercies of a people who had no mercy for him. 
No doubt, he felt in his heart that when he met Jesus his 
position as it had been carried on in the past would have 
to change. Perhaps it was partly the desire for this 
change that urged him on in his effort to meet Jesus. 
People cannot be satisfied who have obtained a position 
through fraud or graft or who are carrying on a legiti- 
mate position by fraud or graft. He preferred soul peace 
to position. 


ACCHAEUS also went out on a limb social- 
ly. He had already lost the friendship of respectable Jews. 
and to associate himself with Jesus whom the Romans 
thought a heretical revolutionist would not foster his fel- 
lowship- with them. Perhaps he had heard that Jesus had 
said, “He that loveth father or mother more than me is 
not worthy of me: and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me: and he that taketh 
not his cross, and followeth after me, is not worthy of me. 
He that findeth his life shall lose it: and he that loseth 
his life for my sake shall find it.” He had become willing 
to break every social tie, if needs be, to be bound to the 
Friend of the friendless, the Friend that sticketh closer 
than a brother. 

Today people would think that Zacchaeus went out on 
a limb materially and financially, for he had devised a 
system of graft that had made him extremely wealthy. 
He knew that if he kept his business, his business tactics 
and dealings would have to change, once he met the 
great Teacher. 

Thus it is no wonder that when Jesus passed under the 
sycamore tree, He was attracted to a man sitting in its 
branches. I do not think it was the- commotion that 
Zacchaeus made which caused the Master to look up, but 
to me a seeking Savior can always detect a seeking sin- 
ner, wherever he may be. 

“Zacchaeus, make haste, and come down; for today I 
must abide at thy house.” The Man for whom he had 
risked all for just a look, had volunteered to go home 
with him. Thank God for the multitude of sinners who, in 
seeking to see Jesus, have found that He is always ready 
to go and abide at their house.

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Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, over which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased with his 


own blood.” 


EREIN IS STATED the purpose of the ministry. 

It is a God-given appointment with a definite 

charge which obligates him to watch over and 
feed those whom Jesus has purchased with His blood. The 
aim of God’s entire program is the salvation and well- 
being of His people and extends to “every creature.” God 
hopes that all will be saved and that all will be kept, 
therefore He established an evangelistic and pastoral 
system. 

It is true that the minister is God’s chosen man for 
this purpose, and this makes him a special man. The lay- 
men have been admonished to have reverence for them 
and give double honor to them “for their work’s sake,” or 
so that their work will not be hindered. When this ad- 
. monition is adhered to, it naturally works to the benefit of 
the laity inasmuch as his entire efforts are for the laity. 

There are remote cases when the minister seems to 
think of his position as one which places him in a royal 
group far above those whom he serves, and that his lay- 
men are a mere means of support for him. Happily, we 
say that this is not a popular view, and is found only 
among those who have chosen the ministry for position 
rather than as a result of soul burden. It is true that the 
congregation enjoys looking upon their pastor and his 
wife as king and queen, but to bring this respect into 
existence the minister and wife must become the serv- 
ants of all. 

In order to teach us about the people we serve, God 
has spoken of them in different terms, as “a harvest,” 
“sheep,” “flock,” and “God’s building.” In these render- 
ings the minister is pictured as a sower of seed and a 
cultivator of a crop, a shepherd who protects and leads, 
or a builder who builds. Since these means have been 
employed, it might be helpful if we considered at least 
one of these terms, that of the “building.” 

Of necessity, a carpenter or builder is employed. He is 
charged with building. His knowledge of blueprint read- 
ing is respected. He is accepted as a man who can be 
trusted to produce the desired work. He is given the au- 
thority to build as he reads the blueprint. He is on the 
job every day and draws his salary at given intervals, but 
the support of the builder or the respect of the builder, 
as important as both are, is not the purpose of the con- 
tract. He, as a builder, is employed as a means to an end, 
which is a finished house or a completed project. Like- 
wise, God has called and commissioned the minister as a 
builder. The honor for the minister is not the purpose 
of the commission, neither is his support, the parsonage 
in which to live, nor even the building in which he is to 
preach. He is employed as a means to an end which 
finds its finality in the laity, “God’s building.” 


THE READER MAY recall the opening days 
of his local church. If so, and if he could have known all 
the facts at that time, he would now remember that a 
heart-burdened minister moved into the community and 
began preaching to a comparatively small congregation, 
but he didn’t let that stop him. He may not have been 
voted the best-dressed man in town, but he did not let 
that stop him. He probably did not drive the most beau- 
tiful car in town, but he didn’t let that stop him. His 
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children may not have enjoyed the best of food and 
clothing, but he didn’t let that stop him, because his 
heart was burdened for souls, sinners to be saved, broken 
hearts to be mended, captives to be set free. He was push- 
ing all personal interest aside and was in search of lay- 
men. 

All subsequent revival campaigns have been dedicated 
to the same purpose. The Sunday School, the youth move- 
ment, and all other activities fre set in motion for the 
benefit of the laity. * 

The minister, when called of God, left his former em- 
ployment so that he could give full time to the service 
of his congregants—to comfort them in time of trouble, 
to visit them in time of sickness, and to rejoice with 





. them in time of happiness; the laity was his life. 


The feeling of the true pastor, whose people are on his 
heart, was voiced by the apostle Paul as he asked, “For 
what is our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing? Are not 
even ye in the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ at His 
coming? For ye are our glory and joy.” 

One of the strongest reasons for the minister’s joining 
with the great apostle in his feeling for the laymen is 
that he can remember many of them when they were 
converted and knows something of their past—some as 
prodigals who came from low levels, wayward men and 
women who seriously needed a helping hand, and some 
moral men who needed to feel the tender touch of the 
Master, men and women from every walk of life and 
every level. Now the low are brought higher, and the 
high-minded have been brought lower to one common 
level—the Christian level. He sees them not as they were 
but what they have become—one body, a family. Sure, 
they are a group of individuals with personal histories, 
but they now form a congregation of laymen with one 
common love—our church. 

Their church connection is their chief interest. They 
consider their church obligation along with everything of 
importance. A portion of their finance is allotted to the 
church regularly for the support of the minister and the - 
general church promotion. It is the finance of the lay- 
men that promotes the church in all of its operations. 

The church is not supported by the surplus or the bank 
balance of our laymen but by their sacrificial giving. 
They give of their living, and comparatively few have a 
surplus at the end of the month. 

It might give us a greater degree of appreciation for 
our laymen if we should see the farm house lights go on 
at two or three o’clock in the morning, or the miner as 
he leaves at an early hour for his day’s work. The factory 
workers, the carpenters, and laborers of every field 
cheerfully face each new day because it affords them an 
opportunity to contribute their share to the cause they 
love most—their church. By their faithfulness the church 
activities are perpetuated. It has been rightly said, 
“Without the laity the ministry could not continue, nor 
would there be any reason to continue.” 

The laymen are permanently located in their city, and 
their local church is of supreme importance to them. 
They have attended the church while its history was be- 
ing made. As a matter of fact, they are a part of its 
history. They are acquainted with its uprisings and

downfalls, and, for this reason, at times they are right- 
fully concerned because of some past events that linger 
in their memory. Likewise, they are fully aware of am- 
bitions and aspirations possessed by some who could 
cause permanent injury to the church. It is highly pos- 
sible that at times their judgment is by-passed when it 
could serve to a great advantage. It is the opinion of 
the writer that genuine respect for those who have la- 
bored through the years to bring our churches to their 
present strength is an absolute debt that is owed, the 
lack of which will bring much dissatisfaction. 


AGAIN WE QUOTE the apostle Paul, who 
wisely said, “Render therefore to all their dues: tribute 
to whom tribute is due; custom to whom custom; fear 
to whom fear; honour to whom honour.” 

The minister can fill the place of the minister and 
could hardly fill both places, which require the labors 
of a minister and the laymen. Therefore, he should make 
his congregants know that theirs is a place of importance 
and without any one of them the entire job could not 
be accomplished. It is possible that in our rush to ac- 
complish a wholesale work, we might become careless in 
our attention to individual workers whose place could not 
be filled without them. 

Since the laymen are vitally interested in the church 
as well as the minister, and having worked faithfully to 
bring the church to its present success, anyone should 
feel free to properly make suggestions for the betterment 
of the cause without being made to feel that he has in- 
fringed upon sacred and forbidden territory, as long as 
he is willing to abide by the decision of the majority of 
his brethren. If his suggestion is not in keeping with the 
popular desire, it should make no difference in feelings. 
He is still a part of the laity, and should be respected for 
his effort to be helpful. 

Each layman is an individual and should be individ- 
ually recognized. There is not one who does not have a 
desire to have a place in the church and, if properly 
given a chance, would, no doubt, make good in the part 
assigned to him. It is true that all could not be leaders, 
but there is nothing to prevent anyone from being a rec- 
ognized follower. Each layman is worthy of recognition 
to the extent that his absence is noticed if he is not in 
his place, and he should be made to know that he was 
missed. No man can properly pastor a congregation with- 
out due consideration to each individual of the congre- 
gation. 

The layman has a right to expect the minister to know 
him by name and where he resides. He has hopes that 
the minister might visit him, however humble his home 
might be. The families of a healthy congregation will 
recognize a personal interest in their well-being by their 
minister and will not let him go unrewarded. There is 
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nothing enjoyed more by the laymen than a close friend- 
ship with their pastor. The laymen do not enjoy saying, 
“He is a great preacher, but we can’t get acquainted 
with him.” If this should be the case, you would soon 
observe the realization of the following: “A stranger they 
will not follow, but will flee from him, for they know not 
the voice of a stranger.” 

The close observing pastor will notice that the laymen 
surround themselves with those of like social desires and 
by so doing they naturally form groups. This does not 
mean that they are against everyone else, but rather that 
they wish to associate with those who like to talk of the 
things which are of mutual interest. The college man en- 
joys talking in terms of higher learning; the fisherman 
wants conversation about fishing; some think and talk 
only of automobiles. Thus they travel hand in hand, en- 
joying close friendships. 


A LARGE CHURCH is made up of several 
such groups of people, where a smaller church may have 
only two or three. There is nothing wrong in this, nor is 
it a disadvantage. As a matter of fact, the wise minister 
can use this natural tendency to a great advantage. 
But once he gets the idea that each of these groups is a 
“clique” to be broken up, he is headed for trouble. 

The wise minister will recognize that he is pastoring a 
church of groups, and not only individual members, and 
will work with them accordingly for the sake of unity. 
It should be remembered .that seeking the association of 
those of one’s own social level does not affect his feeling 
toward the minister or the church. One is his social life, 
the other his spiritual life, and neither is to take from 
the other. 

The well-being of each layman and the strength of the 
general congregation depends on heartfelt pastoral care, 
which is sincerely desired by each and every lay member. 
Our laymen do not need or desire strategic maneuvering, 
psychological soft-soap, or judicial severity. The greatest 
need in dealing with laymen is a sincere portrayal of a 
shepherd’s heart, using as our guide the classic account 
of the good shepherd who went in desperate search of a 
single absentee. 

The good shepherd evidently took count of the sheep 
present at gathering time. Knowing that there should be 
a hundred, his usual survey revealed that there were 
only ninety-nine. One was missing—only one. You would 
have to make a careful check to notice it. The flock, by 
casual observance, appeared the same. But no! That was 
not the question—whether the number was almost the 
same, or whether it appeared that they were all there. 
One of his flock was gone. It was like a child missing 
from an evening meal. Out—away—gone—possibly being 
ravaged by a wild beast, maybe just caught in the brush

seek Him. It is His good pleasure to reveal Him- 
self to those who go in quest of the Saviour. 

“Sir, we would see Jesus.” Yes, let us see the One who 
turned the water to wine. Let us behold the Man who 
healed the impotent one who was wasting away at the 
pool of Bethesda—waiting for the moving of the water. 
Permit us, Sir, to see the One who took the lad’s lunch 
and miraculously gave food to five thousand. Show us 
the Man who walked on the waters and wept at the tomb 
of Lazarus. Reveal to us the Lamb of God, for it was He 
who said, “Ye shall know the truth and the truth shall 
make you free.” This trip to see Jesus was prompted by 

emore than curiosity of an idle nature; these Greeks were 
making an unfeigned inquiry about the Saviour. 

All men seek for prosperity, but the wise seek first for 
Christ. Why shouldn’t men seek after Christ? for, as Dr. 
Maier said, “He surveys sin, uncovers doubts and dis- 
trust, plumbs the depths of grief, measures miseries, rec- 
ognizes weakness, and foresees the forces which seek to 

~ destroy.” For those who love purity, Christ has.a clean 
record; for those who aspire to be wise, Christ is the 
Fountain of wisdom; for those who have been soiled by 
sin, Christ can make them pure again. Christ meets the 
needs of the human family. Christ excels in all of the 
areas of holy attainment. 

Finding Christ affords the greatest possible thrill that 
can come to mortal man. Men search the ocean for 
pearls, dig deep into the earth for gold, scale the high 
peaks in search of the wild, but the most extraordinary 
discovery is when a tortured, sin-laden soul finds peace 
with God, through the Lord Jesus Christ. The Son of God 
is the potent panacea for this spiritual anemic race. 

Housed in the fleshly tabernacle of man is a_spirit to 
explore and conquer. For many years man desired to 
plant his feet on the highest peaks in the world.. He re- 
solved to scale them all. The desire to ascend higher was 
a consuming one. He combined his mental and physical 
powers and advanced higher and higher. Finally, his as- 
pirations had been satisfied with the exception of only 
one. But how could the mountaineers be complacent when 
on the lofty peak of Mt. Everest no mortal had ever 
walked? Only rugged mountaineers dared to face. the 
howling winds to try to scale the 29,002-foot, snow-capped 
peak. Many futile attempts had been made on this five- 
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and-one-half-mile hike to the world’s highest peak. These 
vain attempts made walking on Mt. Everest’s summit 
more desirable. 


IN 1953, EDWARD HILLARY scaled the 
world’s highest peak and planted the British Union Jack. 
Queen Elizabeth II sent a congratulatory message to the 
successful mountaineer for being the first man to go so 
high. The challenge to man has now been removed. It is 
now humanly impossible to climb any higher. 

In respect to climbing, Mount Calvary is not the high- 
est, but it is the most important to Christians. Calvary 
is a high peak to all Christians; then when we see Christ 
at Calvary, we are inspired more and more to climb high- 
er and higher. We shall never be contented until we 
reach the lofty peaks of heaven. We shall receive a con- 
gratulatory message not from a queen, but from King 
Jesus. “Sir, we would see Jesus.” 

Those men of years ago had heard about Jesus, but 
they desired to see Him. They sought sincerely for the 
Saviour. You may as well expect some rebuffs as you go 
in search of the Master. Friends may rebuke you, devils 
will seek to destroy you, but press on, Christ will receive 
you. The pantheist would tell you that there is no God. 
The materialist would tell you to eat and drink and be 
merry, for tomorrow you may die. The agnostic would 
tell you that it is not possible to know if there is a God. 
But men like Andrew would speak up enthusiastically 
and declare, “WE HAVE FOUND THE CHRIST.” Yes, the 
greatest discovery is when a sin-tortured, sin-marred, 
sin-scarred, weary soul finds the Rose of Sharon, the 
Lily of the Valley, the lovely Lamb of God. 

One day in a downtown section a person stopped me 
and asked, “Brother Campbell, how do you know that 
there is a God?” Satan had been successful in planting 
the seed of doubt in this soul and it had begun to produce 
the fruit of infidelity. What a pathetic condition in which 
to be—traveling toward eternity with his spiritual posi- 
tion uncertain. This makes me think of Amelia Earhart, 
an American aviatrix, on a lone flight somewhere over 
the Pacific Ocean. Somewhere off New Guinea she ra- 
dioed that the fuel tank was almost empty, and she was 
lost. This fatal. flight was in 1937. Her last words were 
‘Position doubtful.” 

Why, my friend, I picked up a little potato and I saw 
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the work of my God, for inside the little dusty jacket on 
the potato God had placed power within. I see God in the 
sunset. I see God in the rainbow. I see God in a person 
who has been lifted from the scum of sin and cleansed 
by the power of Calvary. God is real! Even a blind person 
can see and receive mercy. Blind Fanny Crosby did, and 
wrote “Safe in the Arms of Jesus.” Let nothing obstruct 
your view in seeing Jesus. 


CHRIST CAME FOR the express purpose of 
dying on the cross and revealing the personality of God. 
This world has never been the same since Jesus reflected 
the disposition of God on the human family. It is hu- 
manly impossible to fathom the great love of God; how- 
ever, our knowledge of God is increased by the things 
that we do see. He must be a God of music, because He 
taught the birds to sing their melodious tunes. He must 
be a God of beauty, for He has garnished the world with 
beautiful flowers and taught chubby little babies how to 
smile. He must be a God of compassion, for He has given 
to us Jesus. “Sir, we must see Jesus.” 

Yes, my friends, I must see Jesus for myself. Then I 
ask you to see Jesus, too. I ask you to see Christ in his- 
tory. Historians could not disregard the fact that He did 
exist. Napoleon said, “I know men. I tell you that Christ 
is not a mere man. Jesus Christ founded an empire upon 
love: and at this hour millions would die for Him.” Thank 
God, it is Jesus the same yesterday, today, and forever. 
St. John reaches back into the boundless ages of eternity 
and proclaims, by heavenly inspiration, “In the beginning 
was the Word.” Christ can be seen in history, but the 
pages of history cannot hold Him. He marches down 
through the pages of the past and fills the souls of men 
with gladness. His footprints can never be erased from 
the sands of time. 

The greatest blunder of mankind can be seen in their 
treatment of the blessed Son of God—rejected, yet He 
will receive us; beaten, but He still loves us. Despite the 
multiplicity of modern inventions, OUR GREATEST NEED 
IS STILL FOR JESUS. It is Jesus or jeopardy. 

Modern intelligentsia would prescribe various antidotes 
for the ills of the world. Some would be most superficial. 
God has already diagnosed the case and identified the 
trouble. The disease is the cancer of sin. God’s prescrip- 
tion for this malicious malady is the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Sir, I beg you to see Jesus. 

I once read a list of activities which had been given 
primarily to meet the need of the young people. It con- 
sisted of a diversified program, but not one thing was 
given to encourage church attendance. If the designs of 
some were to become effective, Christ would be relegated 
to an insignificant position in the affairs of the human 
family. But what this modern, suffering, sinful world 
needs is to see Jesus. This is an urgent need. A hungry 
man cries out for bread, a sick man cries out for the 
doctor, a dead man needs an undertaker, but what this 
hungry, sick, dying world needs is a touch from Jesus, 
with His spiritual tonic and His blood to save. He can 
transform the vilest of sinners and cause the sad to sing. 

When going in search of the Christ, look not for Him 
on the cross; thank God, He came down. Go not into the 
silent city of the dead expecting to find Him there; the 
bars of the grave were broken asunder and, God be 
praised, HE AROSE TO DIE NO MORE. “Sir, we would 
see Jesus.” 

The thief saw and recognized Christ on the cross. In the 
anguish of his sinful soul he cried out, “Lord, remember 
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me.” Think of it—just a few heartbeats out of hell this 
man found mercy! He looked at Christ and saw the great 
Physician. He looked at Christ and saw the Way, he saw 
Truth, and he saw Life. He was losing earthly life, but he 
was receiving life everlasting. Would to God that the 
whole world could see in Jesus what the dying thief saw 
on that memorable day. The thief saw Christ as his per- 
sonal Saviour. He saw Christ as his Redemption. He saw 
Christ as his Eternal Pardon. He saw Christ as Life, and 
that more abundant. Then Jesus looked at this malefactor 
and said, “Today shalt thou be with me in paradise.” 
This statement meant that the thief could now have 
eternal fellowship with Jesus. The authorities saw the 
man as just another dying thief, but Jesus saw him as a 
child of God. What beautiful, comforting, inspiring words 
Jesus spoke to this man. They are more desirous than 
the Congressional Medal of Honor: “Today shalt thou 
be with me in paradise.” Seeing Jesus meant freedom for- 
ever to this man. 


AS A SYMBOL OF freedom we have the Sta- 
tue of Liberty on Bedlow Island in the New York Harbor. 
It is impressive to behold. It was presented to the people 
of the United States as a gift from France. The top of 
the torch stands over 300 feet above the sea. The weight 
is 450,000 pounds. The inscription, by Emma Lazarus, on 
the Statue of Liberty is very noteworthy: “Give me your 
tired, your poor, your huddled masses yearning to breathe 
free. The wretched refuse of your teeming shores, Send 
these, the homeless, tempest-tossed, to me: I lift my 
lamp beside the golden door.” The objective of the Statue 
of Liberty is to convey the message that it is possible for 
a person to live out the span of his earthly existence in 
peace and liberty under the stars and stripes of the 
American flag. Thank God for this our precious heritage! 
But the cross of Calvary conveys the glorious fact that 
we can live eternally under the protection of Christ. “Sir, 
we would see Jesus.” 

We must see Jesus for ourselves. It is possible to have a

1 Corinthians 15:58, “Be ye stedfast, unmoveable.” 


OR DAYS NOW THE Holy Spirit has been brood- 
/ ing over my heart, the result of which was the 
divine conception of this sermon. All attempts to 
escape its ever-tightening grasp have been futile. It is 
blazing in lurid flames on the altar of my soul. It has 
rammed thorns into my pillow, slipped pebbles into my 
shoes, taken the zest from my pleasures, and made in- 
sipid the delicacies of the table! Sermons are not made; 
they are born—and this one is swelling like leaven in the 
bosom of this preacher, until the only apparent relief 
from the fiery burden is its deliverance. And yet, the writ- 
er approaches the deliverance with something of reluc- 
tance, because of the very scathing nature of the sermon 
itself. Every preacher, whether he is conscious of it or 
not, has a “trend” in his preaching, and this one runs ab- 
solutely contrariwise to what has been decided by others 
as my “style.” 

Lest the reader build a barrier at the outset and thus 
render the truths herein of none effect, let it be clearly 
understood that the writer is by no means morose, nor 
is he being critical of the Church’s appalling condition 
for the sake of focusing the world’s eye at its shortcom- 
ings. There are sermons and books in superabundance 
today that decry our failures. We are always pointing to 
our ills, and yet no one seems to be properly examining 
the symptoms, diagnosing the case, nor prescribing the 
proper medicinal cure. When one is flushed with fever, 
it doesn’t cool the brow even one degree to remind him of 
his ailment and to warn him that his life is hanging 
precariously in the balances. That only intensifies the 
agony, whets the sword of pain, and throws fuel on the 
fires of misery. If a man is dying of thirst, why preach to 
him of rolling oceans, babbling brooks, and laughing 
mountain streams—give him a drink! If his leg is broken, 
it doesn’t edify him to inform him of the excruciation 
and embarrassing limitations that accompany a crippled 
limb—give him a crutch! And oh, my brother, why should 
we wait for the world to accuse us of failure, to uncover 
our hypocrisy, and to snatch the veil from off our thinly- 
veneered shams and pretences? Let’s rather “examine 
ourselves and see if we be in the faith.” 

Every conscientious laborer in the Master’s vineyard, 
whether he be pastor, teacher, evangelist, or what-have- 
you, has been provoked times without number as he has 
observed the instability of some of our “professors”! We 
are so prone to gag at gnats and then “swallow camels”— 
hump and all! We have majored in minors so long that 
we have almost come to believe the minors are majors. 
It must break the heart of God when He sees us grasping 
at husks and letting the kernel rot. Indeed, my prayer for 
Zion is that the heavenly Physician will take the Sword 
of the Spirit and incise from our eyes the spiritual cata- 
racts that have been placed there by the gods of this 
world, that we might see ourselves as God sees us and 
that we might rearrange our lives, putting “first things 
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first.” Oh, that we would stop this ridiculous ricocheting ~ 


and get our feet firmly founded on the Rock of Ages! 
The beloved apostle in his letter to the saints at Corinth 
was endeavoring to establish them in sound doctrine. He 
had reminded them of God’s deliverance of His children 
despite their constant murmurings and backslidings in 
the wilderness. He pled with them to abstain from “world- 
ly lusts”; he poured light into their darkened minds 
concerning spiritual gifts, and taught the proper use of 
“tongues and interpretations”; and then to build toward 
the climax, he pointed to the evanescence of this world 
and all materialism, to the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, and of our sure and certain hope of res- 
urrection to the future life with Him, and then, just be- 
fore the peroration of his discourse, he waxed fiery and 
thundered forth with “Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
BE YE STEDFAST, UNMOVEABLE, ALWAYS ABOUND- 
ING IN THE WORK OF THE LORD, forasmuch as ye 
know that your labour is NOT IN VAIN in the Lord.” 


IT IS MY CANDID opinion that if the pre- 
cious apostle could observe the ricocheting of some of our 
people today, he would earnestly contend for the same 
“stedfastness” that the brethren at Corinth so sorely 
needed. There are those amongst us who go skipping 
lightly along through life, hitting only the high points of 
Christian experience, dwelling on mountain tops, and 
keeping their heads in the clouds. They dwell in the very 
birthplace of storms, and, consequently, are so accus- 
tomed to noise and thunder, they must hear it constantly 
or they will skip on to the next mountain. They know al- 
most nothing of the “Lily of the Valley,” for they know 
nothing of the valley. And, being a stranger to such, they 


experience not the quietness, the tranquility, the soothing _ 


serenity, yea, the “peace that passeth understanding” 
that accompanies a trudge through the valley of trial, 
the valley of self-denial, the valley of suffering, the valley 
of surrender, the valley of persecution, the valley of 
humiliation, and the valley of consecration. The lambs 
find blessed repose and glorious security while hovering 
near the staff of the Good Shepherd in the cool, green 
grass of the valley. One cannot be led by “still waters” 
on the mountain, my brother, for the waters are never 
still in such dizzy heights. The sprawling mountain 
stream dashes madly from rock ledge to rock ledge down 
the mountainside, making loud splashes with every leap 
and attracting the attention of everything that passes, 
and yet it does nothing worth-while. The waters that 
turn wheels, grind corn, operate dynamos, and generate 
power for the world’s enrichment are those that run still 
and deep in the lowlands. 

There are those today who have substituted noise for 
power. They have no more spiritual perception than to 
think that one’s spirituality can be measured by the 
amount of noise they make, and they try to fathom one’s 
depth in God by. the abundance of their outward mani-

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SHADOW BOXING

1 Timothy 6:12, “Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold 
on eternal life, whereunto thou art also called, and hast 
professed a good profession before many witnesses.” 

1 Corinthians 9:26, “. . . so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air.” 


LOOK UPON young boys fighting and boxing, 
Wee to do like their big brother or someone 
else they admire, and we think little about 
them. But let a grown young man start jabbing, punch- 
ing, ducking, feinting, beating at the air without an op- 
ponent, and we would say, “That man’s crazy,” but to 
those who know—he is only practicing boxing or “shadow 
boxing.” 

The Christian is in a constant warfare and with a real 
foe, although the foe is unseen. The world may look upon 
us as we would look upon a man shadow boxing and 
think our fighting is foolishness. Let us not listen to the 
‘jeers and booing of the world, but rather listen to the 
words of those who have fought in the ring before us. 
The apostle Paul admits to young Timothy, “I have 
fought a good fight,” and urges him to “fight the good 
fight of faith.” 

This fighting was very real to Paul, for he told the 
Church of God at Corinth of some of his experiences: 

2 Corinthians 11:23-28, 33, “...in labours ... in stripes 
...in prisons .. . in deaths oft. Of the Jews five times 
received I forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten with 
rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck . . . in 
perils of waters, ... robbers, ... heathen... in weariness 
and painfulness ... hunger and thirst ... fastings... 
cold and nakedness ... the care of all the churches... 
in a basket was I let down by the wall, and escaped his 
hands (the governor of Damascus).” 

“. .. We are made a spectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. We are fools for Christ’s sake . . . we 
are weak ... we are despised . .. we both hunger, and 
thirst, and are naked, and are buffeted, and have no 
certain dwellingplace; And labour .. . being reviled... 
being persecuted ... being defamed . . . we are made as 
the filth of the world, and are the offscouring of all 
things unto this day,” 1 Corinthians 4:9-13. 

Paul went on to say, “We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed; we are perplexed, but not in despair; 
Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed; Always bearing about in the body the dying of 
the Lord Jesus, that the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our body.” 


“In much patience, . . . afflictions, . . . necessities, .. . 
distresses, . . . stripes, . . . imprisonments, .. . tumults,.. . 
labours, .. . watchings, .. . fastings . . . By honour and’ 


dishonour, by evil report and good report ... As unknown 
... dying ... chastened ... sorrowful... poor... having 


nothing.” 
2 Corinthians 7:5, “. . . our flesh had no rest, but we 


were troubled on every side; without were fightings, with- 
in were fears.” 
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We feel this terrific warfare which is waged constantly 
on the battleground of our heart. 

And having seen our opponent fight before, we are 
aware of his devices and strategy. He is not limited to 
one approach: sometimes he uses a slow, deliberate ac- 
tion—first with the temptation through the eye, then a 
desire for the forbidden, after that a question in our 
mind and a doubt in the heart, and finally the open act 
of disobedience. 

Beware and never let your guard down, for our op- 
ponent is very subtile; he may even use your friends as 
his agents. Even the apostle Paul warns us to “beware 
lest any man spoil you through philosophy and vain de- 
ceit, after the tradition of men, after the rudiments of 
the world, and not after Christ.” 

Sometimes he transforms himself into an angel of light. 
We need not be surprised if what he wants us to do seems 
right. Satan tells us, “Everyone is doing it.” The majority 
of the people and bright lights may be on his side to 
make it appear attractive; nevertheless, this is only one 
more jab from Satan, so keep your guard up protecting 
yourself, and then with all your might give him a blow. 


A HIGH-SCHOOL teacher once said, “The 
majority is right,” but that is not true every time. The 
majority crucified my Saviour, and we know that many 
shall go down the broad way into hell, but straight is the 
way and narrow is the road that leads to life everlasting. 

Do not become overconfident, because Satan will catch 
you at your weakest moment and then assail you with a 
barrage of punches, hitting right and left as he did David, 
also the apostle Peter-when he got him to deny the Lord. 
Both of these men fell under the repeated jabs of Satan. 
Remain on constant guard, “lest Satan should get an ad- 
vantage of us.” 

David and Peter, who fell under the jabs of Satan, 
came back with all the fury of true fighters and defeated 
Satan in their own lives. It is no disgrace to go down for 
the count, but a man will rise and fight again. 

This fight is fierce and the enemy is real, subtle, and 
quick, yet we need not be afraid of him, for Christ is the 
Captain of our salvation, the Pilot of our souls. Christ 
came forth victorious over death, hell, and the grave, 
and all power is given unto Him in heaven and in the 
earth. Then we need never fear, for He promised to be 
with us always. 

We are to be wise as serpents and bold as lions. Where- 
as Satan fights with lies, let us have truth. Hath not God 
promised, “I will give you a mouth and wisdom, which all 
your adversaries shall not be able to gainsay nor resist” 
(Luke 21:15)? 

James 1:5, “If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask 
of God, that giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth 
not; and it shall be given him.” 

We are urged to put on the whole armor of God, have 
our loins gird about with truth, our feet shod with the

and without strength to pull away! The anxiety of not 
knowing the reason for the absence sent him in a hurry 
across the valley and plains, up and down the hills, until 
into view came the object of his search.

The paramount thought in the minds of those to whom 
our laymen are entrusted must be that ninety-nine out 
of one hundred is not sufficient. There is not one lay- 
man to lose.

festations. Furthermore, if you are not given to exuber- 
ant demonstration, they will actually question your sal- 
vation. O brethren, “these things ought not to be”! We 
proudly call ourselves Christians, and indicate by the very 
acceptance of such nomenclature that we are at least 
striving to be like Christ, and yet, a careful perusal of 
the life of our Example fails to give evidence of even ONE 
joyful outburst in physical manifestation. Instead, He is 
depicted as being sober, compassionate, often weeping, 
“a Man of sorrows and acquainted with grief”! He had 
the weight of the world on His lovely shoulders, and its 
redemption bore down upon Him incessantly. His were 
not laughing eyes, but were eyes swimming in tears of 
sympathy. His arms were not seen waving hilariously, 
but were always reaching toward sick cots, feverish 
brows, and coffins! His precious feet were not bouncing 
to the rhythmic beat of light, chaffy hymns (so-called), 
but they were ever searching the huts of the poor, the 
villages bound by superstition, the troubled sea where 
affrighted disciples were floundering helplessly, or a 
mountainside on which to pour out His suffering soul to 
God! The challenge is before you, reader; trace His lovely 
footsteps for yourself! 


How COULD THE Master leap for joy while 
the burden of a sick world lay heavily upon His back? It 
is impcssible to leap high with a load on you! And how, 
inconsistent believer, can you be so uproarious when you 
are to be an imitator of Him? Please forgive me if my 
sermonizing resembles that of a kill-joy; it is not my de- 
sign to rob you of your pleasure, nor to take the zeal from 
your worship, but, honestly, it astounds me to see people 
so jubilant when a world is on its way to hell, and when, 
in many instances, their own loved ones, dwelling under 
the same roof with them, are sick unto death (the sec- 
ond and eternal death) with the cancer of sin gnawing 
at the vitals of their souls, are bound with the galling 
fetters of iniquity and are incarcerated in the slave- 
house of Satan! Tell me how you can go gallivanting on 
those Pentecostal picnics and gormandize yourself at 
gospel feasts with death spreading its black wings over 
your own home? 
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There are those stragglers who ricochet from one 
church to another for divers reasons. Some gad about to 
follow the “shout”; some run to other churches because 
the folks at home have lost all confidence in them; some 
will not be disciplined and despise government, so they 
flit from one congregation to another in wild abandon- 
ment of church regulation. Have you not seen these but- 
terflies? Let me describe one so you’ll know him when 
he comes fluttering into your congregation. Mark him 
well, for he has not come to contribute anything to the 
church’s welfare, and though he may heap up the offer- 
tory a time or two, he will rob that church of something 
money can’t buy before he spreads his poisonous wings 
and flies to the next unfortunate assemblage. He will 
spread wings, the colors of which outshine the rainbow— 
his attire is usually gaudy. He works clandestinely, yet 
treacherously, amongst the saints. His touch is soft; his 
tongue is unctuous, and yet his fangs will drink the 
lifeblood of the church! He appears very pious—when he 
prays he roars like a young lion; his testimony would 
lead you to believe that heaven has just excused him for 
a few moments from his duties in the heavenly temple 
for his visit to your service. He will tell you he had no 
liberty in his own church, and that the Spirit was bound 
so he just had to get away to have religious freedom. He 
will tell you his pastor is modern and formal and has a 
“form of godliness, but denies the power thereof, and 
from such” he just had to leave and “turn away.” He will 
not pay tithes, but will use his tithes as bait in offerings. 
Watch him closely! When the offering is taken, he doesn’t 
drop his contribution into the plate quietly and in a spirit 
of worship, but will rather wait for the opportunity to 
wave it high that all may see what a liberal donor he is 
to the church, when actually he wouldn’t give a cent at 
his home church. He will stay just long enough to insin- 
uate himself into some position of authority, and when he 
is finally found out, he will stir up the congregation and 
then wing his way to his next satanic assignment! 


BEWARE OF ANYONE who “despises govern- 
ment”! He is actually a traitor at heart and would sub- 
vert the very plan of God Himself, had he the power. 
When he is first discovered, your army of believers will 
be far better off if you parade the rascal out of his 
hiding, strip him of his badge, and drill him out of your - 
regiment! 

Time and space will not permit the subject at hand to 
be treated to its fulness, but one can see at a glance that 
there is much ricocheting done in the Christian world. 
Many churches ricochet from one revival to another. 
They have to keep in a revival constantly or the whole 
thing will fly to pieces. Their people are geared high, and 
their lungs can not breathe anything but the thin air of 
the mountain. There is very little plowing done on the 
mountain, so they know almost nothing of the “gospel 
plow” and the breaking up of fallow ground. They have 
been fed on milk because it is easy to drink, easy to di- 
gest, and it requires little effort to take it. Some of them 
would actually choke if they were fed a full gospel meal. 
Their legs are weak and they stumble frequently because 
they have had the wrong diet. They are too weak to lift 
heavy burdens and too soft for battle, so they must be 
assigned the lighter tasks of “rejoicing”! When war is 
declared and the church gets in a struggle, don’t count 
on them—they’ll run every time! Their hands are fitted 
only. for song books—they can’t grasp a sword or man a 
gun! They know nothing of the dust, blood, and sweat of 
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the battlefield! They have never heard of “enduring 
hardness as a good soldier” of the cross, and yet they 
hope to wear a conqueror’s crown, with nothing con- 
quered. They dream of receiving a soul-winner’s reward, 
but they are spiritually barren before God! They will 
wear the uniform all right; they’ll polish the buttons and 
arrange their campaign ribbons neatly, if there is to be 
a parade; but if there are opposing forces to subdue, if 
the powers of hell are to be encountered, they’ll feign 
sickness and request to be carried to a bed somewhere! 
My God, help us! 

But Paul did not admonish them to be “stedfast” with- 
out telling them how to accomplish the task before them. 
Neither would I point to our spiritual malady without 
prescribing a remedy. The potion that Paul mixed for the 
Corinthian brethren contained the same ingredients that 
must be poured into the dose we need, and here it is— 
“Be ye stedfast, unmoveable, ALWAYS ABOUNDING IN 
THE WORK OF THE LORD”! It isn’t easy to take, but it 
will bring about a marvelous change—“always abound- 
ing.” Here is what Paul is saying, in essence: “If your 
eyes are roving and the world has taken on a new al- 
lurement for you—get busy in the Lord’s work! If your 
feet are about to slip—run an errand for the Lord! If 
your heart is growing calloused—melt it with a season of 
prayer! And if your soul has lost its passion for the lost, 
pray until it travails for the spiritual birth of its loved 
ones!” When you have done this, straying one, you will 
lose sight of the world, and before you are conscious of 
what has happened to you, your feet will have taken hold 
on the Rock of Ages and your ricocheting will be gone 
forever! May God grant this to be a reality in all our lives!

preparation of the gospel of peace, to wear the breast- 
plate of righteousness, and carry the shield of faith 
wherewith we can quench all the fiery darts of the devil. 

The helmet of salvation is worn to protect our heads. 
The shield of faith is the movable part of our armor, 
which can be quickly moved to block all punches from 
the enemy at any point. We are to pray without ceasing 
and watch with all perseverance. 

Christ has not left us helpless, but has supplied us with 
equipment for offensive fighting. 

2 Corinthians 10:4, 5, “For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through God to the pulling 
down of strong holds; Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself against the knowl- 
edge of God, and bringing into captivity every thought to 
the obedience of Christ.” 

Let us take the Word of God, which is quick and power- 
ful and sharper than any two-edged sword. This is what 
Christ used against Satan when He was tempted, and He 
overcame. He is our Example; let us go on unto perfec- 
tion. 

You hear people talk about fights being fixed before 
they start.

“And Zacchaeus 
stood, and said unto the Lord: Behold, Lord, the half of 
my goods I give to the poor; and if I have taken any thing 
from any man by false accusation, I restore him four- 
fold.” The Master not only sees the movement of the lips, 
but He sees the intent of the heart, and declares, “This 
day is salvation come to this house.” More blessed words 
were never uttered to man. Christ had made a home out 
of a house. 

Friend, I want to ask you, Has salvation come to your 
house? Do you have a silent listener to every conversation, 
a guest at every table, the real King of your home, Jesus, 
the Christ? 

You may have to go out on a limb positionally, socially, 
materially, and perhaps other ways. You may have to 
change your crooked business; give up your sinful friend- 
ships; suffer scorn and reproach by those about you, but 
never falter, for the Master has said, “There is no man 
that hath left house, or brethren, or sisters, or father, or 
mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for my sake, and 
the gospel’s, but he shall receive an hundredfold now in 
this time, houses, and brethren, and sisters, and mothers, 
and children, and lands, with persecutions; and in the 
world to come eternal life,”” Mark 10:29, 30. 

There is no doubt in my mind that if Zacchaeus had 
known the ballad entitled, “I Traded With Jesus,” but 
what he would gladly have said with the lyrist, “I surely 
got the best of the trade.”

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NEW YORK PROTESTANTS 
WARNED OF CATHOLIC POWER 

NEW YORK (EP) Executive Direc- 
tor Clifford Petitt of New York City’s 
Protestant Council warned council 
members about the disproportionately 
small number of Protestant judges in 
a city whose church membership is 
close of 30 per cent Protestant. In 
Brooklyn, for instance, the ratio of 
Protestant judges is five out of 75, 
with the other judgeships divided 
roughly evenly between Roman Cath- 
olics and Jews. The court situation, 
said Petitt, is “crying for help from 
Protestantism,” but New York’s Prot- 
estants are still badly handicapped in 
making demands by the lack of unity 
among denominations. 


MOODY STUDENTS SACRIFICE 
SWEETS FOR TRIP OVERSEAS 
CHICAGO, Illinois (EP) The Moody 
Chorale and their director, Donald 
Hustad, will be making a five-week 
tour of the British Isles this summer. 
This will be the first overseas trip for 
the student choral group of Chicago’s 
Moody Bible Institute which has sung 
all over the United States and Can- 
ada. Dr. William Culbertson, president 
of Moody Bible Institute, will be go- 
ing to Great Britain at the same time 
to speak at the Deeper Life Confer- 
ence at the English Keswick and in 
churches and other conferences. 


The president and Chorale will visit 
such well-known spots as Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Belfast, London, and oth- 
er places visited by D. L. Moody. They 
also plan to visit several American 
army and air force bases in Britain. 
The eager students who are making 
the trip have been giving up chocolate 
sundaes and basketball games to save 
money, for they will be paying the 
larger part of their own expenses. The 
Chorale will leave Chicago on June 
12, sing its way through the Eastern 
States to Montreal, from where they 
will sail on June 24, arriving in Brit- 
ain on July 3. 


BRITISH SOCIETY PUTS BIBLE 
INTO 45 NEW LANGUAGES 


LONDON, England (EP) The year 
1953 was a fruitful one in the work of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
reports the Society. At the dawn of i 
third Jubilee, the Society has been en- 
gaged in preparing new Scriptures in 
217 languages during the year just 
ended, not ae its usual large 
volume of reprints many ———. 
The Society dealt with 45 entirely 
new languages in which the Scrip- 
tures are being published for the first 
time. These are: 12 languages in Afri- 
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ca, 5 in South America, 15 in Asia, 
and 13 in Oceania. 

Thirty-three New Testaments, ap- 
pearing for the first time, which are 
nearing completion are: 17 New Tes- 
taments for Africa; 3 for South Amer- 
ica; 5 for Asia; 8 for Oceania. There 
are also 38 complete Bibles in hand 
(to be ag ~ x rey for the first time as 
complete Bibles). They are: 27 for Af- 
rica, 9 for Asia; 2 for Oceania. In ad- 
dition a great number of revisions are 
being ar. Many of them, above 
all in Af , are in the new orthogra- 
phies fixed by the Government; many 
also are from the classic into the col- 
loquial speech of the people. The re- 
visions are: 20 for Africa; 4 for South 
America; 18 for Asia; 7 for Europe; 
4 for Oceania. 

The list above takes no account of 
the great number of Scriptures repub- 
lished each month. For example, re- 

ublishing for the month of Decem- 

r, 1953, involved an expenditure— 
comprising reprints alone and exclud- 
ing new work—in the neighborhood of 
130,000 pounds. It included: 125,000 
Spanish Bibles (for South America); 
5,000 Amharic Bibles; 15,000 Tamil Bi- 
bles; 60,000 Afrikaans Bibles; 10,000 
Korean Bibles; 150,000 English Ruby 
Bibles (Authorized Version).

ROME CELEBRATES CATHOLIC

ROME, Italy (EP) According to 
Time magazine, in Rome recently 
church and state celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of Mussolini’s famed pact 
with the Vatican, which church and 
state still hold solemnly binding. Flags 
flew, and there were services and 
——- commemorating the recogni- 
tion of the Pope’s sovereignty over 
Vatican City and the designation of 
Roman Catholicism as the state reli- 

ion of Italy. Thereafter, Italian po- 
ce marked the anniversary in their 
own fashion. 

In Leghorn, a squad marched into 
the on hall of the largely Texas- 
supported Church of Christ, where a 
score of worshipers wefe holding serv- 
ices, and herded Italians out. eri- 
cans were not disturbed, but an Itali- 
an pastor from Florence was taken 
into custody and later handed a one- 
way ticket to his home town. 

In Rome, another squad descended 
on the building of the same Protestant 
sect, obliterated the 10-inch stone let- 


ters on the building’s front, which 
read: “Chiesa di Cristo (Church of 
Christ).” 

The week’s troubles were an old 
story to Church of Christ missionar- 


ies, who have been trying since 1949 to 
win Italian converts. Though the post- 
war Italian constitution recognizes 
freedom of religion, non-Catholic con- 
pee have to get licenses from 
he police. The Church of Christ mis- 
sionaries have had continuing trouble 
getting and keeping licenses.
